Housing. 

During  the  year  298  houses  have  been  surveyed. 

The  work  of  improving  housing  conditions  has  progressed  well  during  the  year  as  evidenced  by 
the  list  of  Works  and  Improvements.  A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  giving  of  advice  on  repairs  of  all  kinds  (not  necessarily  in  connection  with 
notices  served  by  this  Department)  and  the  investigation  and  issue  of  priority  certificates  for 
building  materials  for  repairs. 

In  addition,  notices  have  been  served,  and  work  has  been  carried  out,  or  is  in  hand,  in  respect  to 
the  general  improvement  of  7  blocks  of  properties,  in  accordance  with  recommendations  of  the 
sub-committee  of  the  Drainage  and  Health  Committee  appointed  to  inspect  housing  conditions. 

Anti  Rodent. 

The  entire  Town  has  now  been  surveyed,  treated,  and  re-treated,  with  good  results,  and  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  the  occupiers  of  the  premises  concerned,  to  myself,  and  the  Divisional 
Rodent  Inspector.  Six  major  infestations  and  82  minor  infestations  have  been  dealt  with  and 
two  treatments  of  the  sewer?  have  been  carried  out. 

Food  Inspection. 

125  condemnation  certificates  were  issued  as  a  result  of  inspections  of  meat  and  other  foods 
during  the  year.
